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Continuation of 3. NOTE: First, the amendments to the claims change the scope of the claims. Therefore, Examiner requires further 
search and/or consideration to determine the patentability of the claims. As such, the amendments will not be entered. In addition, upon 
further consideration, Examiner submits that the current amendments to the claims do not overcome the cited prior art. These 
amendments fail to capture the limitations Applicant argued are patenable during the interview on 26 January 2006. Specifically, the 
amended claims do not require a single field in a burst where the field is a signaling field during a set of bursts and a synchronization 
field during the remaning bursts, but not both in a particular burst. Rather, claim 1 currently requires (1) a single field in a fixed location, 
(2) where that field is either a synch field or a signaling field, and (3) specific requirements for the field when the field is a synch field and 
specific requirements for the field when the field is a signaling field. These limitations never require the single field to be a signaling field 
during one burst and a synchronization field during a subsequent burst. Rather these limitations only require that the field be either a 
signaling field or a synchronization field, such that a single field that is always a signaling field or always a synchronization field would 
satisfy the claim language. As such, Examiner is only required to find art that teaches a burst comprising a signaling field in a fixed 
location where the signaling field defines an indicator. Alternately, Examiner is required to find art that teaches a burst comprising a 
synchronization field in a fixed position where the synchronization field defines a position of a subsequent burst. In order to overcome the 
cited prior art, Applicant should further amend the claims to include a variation of the following limitation: "wherein the field is the 
synchronization field in a set of the bursts and the field is the signaling field in the remainder of the bursts." 
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
